Using No. 12 Needles and M., cast on 97 [B 109] 
stitches. 

1st row —K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row —K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 3 times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows— 

(NOTE —Do not weave colours in fair-isle patt., but 
carry colours not in use loosely across back of work. 
It is important, however, that no colour should be 
carried across more than 5 sts., and where this is 
necessary it should be woven under and over the colour 
in use at centre st. Always carry colours to end of row.) 
1st row —* K.l C.1, K.11 M., rep. from * to last st., 
K.l C.1. 

2nd row— P.2 C.1, P.9 M„ * P.3 C.1, P.9 M.. rep. from 

* to last 2 sts., P.2 C.1. 

3rd row —K.3C.1, * K.7 M, K.5C.1, rep. from * to 
last 10 sts., K.7 M., K.3C.1. 

4th row —P.4 C.1, P.5 M., * P.7 C.1, P.5 M . rep. from 

* to last 4 sts., P.4 C.1. 
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Colourful vest In 2 sizes. Triangular Fair Isle pattern in 4 colours. 
K.1, P.1 rib bands and straps. 


5th row— K.5C.1, K.3 M., * K.9C.1, K.3 M., rep. from 

* to last 5 sts., K.5C.1. 

6 th row— P.6C.1, P.1 M., * P.11 C.1, P.1 M., rep. from 

* to last 6 sts., P.6 C.1. 

7th row— K.6C.2, K.1 C.3, * K.11C.2, K.1 C.3, rep. 

from * to last 6 sts., K.6 C.2. 

8 th row— P.5 C.2, P.3 C.3, * P.9 C.2, P.3 C.3, rep. from 

* to last 5 sts., P.5 C.2. 

9th row— K.4C.2, K.5 C.3, * K.7 C.2, K.5 C.3, rep. 

from * to last 4 sts., K.4 C.2. 

10th row— P.3 C.2, P.7 C.3, * P.5 C.2, P.7 C.3, rep. 

from * to last 3 sts., P.3 C.2. 

11 th row— K.2C.2, K.9 C.3, * K.3 C.2, K.9 C.3, rep. 

from * to last 2 sts., K.2 C.2. 

12th row— P.1 C.2, * P.11 C.3, P.1 C.2, rep. from * to 
end. 

Rep. rows 1 to 12 incl. 7 times. 

Next row —Using M., knit. 


Using No. 12 Needles and M., work rib as follows— 

1st row (wrong side)—K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end. 
2nd row —K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 3 times. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

FRONT —Work as given for Back. 

STRAPS (Make 2)— 

Using No. 12 Needles and M., cast on 11 stitches. 

1 st row— K.2, (P.1, K.1) 4 times, K.1. 

2nd row— K.1, (P.1, K.1) 5 times. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 19 [B 20] 
ins. (48 [B 51] cm) (slightly stretched) from commence¬ 
ment, finishing with a 2nd row. Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP—DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, sew 
up side seams. Using a flat seam, sew straps 3 ins. 
(7.5 cm) in from side seams on back. Sew buckles 
3 ins. (7.5 cm) in from side seams on front. 
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No. 2—Cardigan (opposite)

CARDIGAN (worked in one piece to underarm)— 

Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 213 [B 233] [C 253] 
[D 273] stitches. 

1 st row—K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 8 times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1 st row—K.l, * K.3, K.2 tog., y.fwd., knit into front 
and back of next st., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.2, 
rep. from * to last 2 sts., K.2. 

2nd and alt. rows—Purl. 

3rd row—* K.3, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2 tog., (y.fwd., slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o.) twice, rep. from * to last 3 sts., K.3. 

5th row—K.2, * (K.2 tog., y.fwd.) twice, knit into front 
and back of next st., (y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o.) twice, 
K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 

7th row—K.l, K.2 tog., * (y.fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, (y.fwd., 
slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o.) twice, y.fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., rep. from * to last 11 sts., (y.fwd., K.2 tog.) 
twice, (y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o.) twice, y.fwd., slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l. 

9th row—K.2, * (K.2 tog., y.fwd.) twice, K.l, (y.fwd., 
slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o.) twice, K.l, rep. from * to last 
st., K.l. 


11th row—* K.3, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.3, y.fwd., slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o., rep. from * to last 3 sts., K.3. 

13th row—K.2, * K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.5, y.fwd., slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

15th row—K.l, K.2 tog., * y.fwd., K.3, y.fwd., slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o., K.2, y.fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., rep. 
from * to last 10 sts., y.fwd., K.3, y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.2, y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l. 

17th row—* K.3, y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.3, 
K.2 tog., y.fwd., rep. from * to last 3 sts., K.3. 

19th row—* K.4, y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l, 
K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.l, rep. from * to last 3 sts., K.3. 
21st row—* K.5, y.fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., y.fwd., 
K.2, rep. from * to last 3 sts., K.3. 

22nd row—Purl. 23rd row—Knit. 24th row—Purl. 

Rep. 23rd and 24th rows until work measures 10y 2 ins. 
(27 cm) from commencement, finishing with a purl row. 
Divide for armholes as follows— 

1st row—K.50 [B K.55] [C K.60] [D K.65], cast off 
6 sts., K.l01 [B K.l 11] [C K.l 21] [D K.l31], cast off 
6 sts., knit to end. 

LEFT FRONT—Continue on last 50 [B 55] [C 60] [D 65] 
sts. 2nd row—Purl. 

3rd row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., work 
to last 2 sts., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o. 

A and B only— 4th row—Purl. 

5th row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., knit to end. 

6th row—Purl to last 5 sts., P.2 tog.t.b.l., P.3. 

7th row—As 5th row. 8th row—As 4th row. 

Rep. rows 3 to 8 incl. 2 [B 0] times, then 3rd row 
once. (39 [B 50] sts.) 

Dec. at neck edge in every 6th row 8 [B 11] times, 
whilst at the same time dec. (as before) at armhole 
edge in every alt. row until 6 sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. 

[C only— 4th and alt. rows—Purl. 

5th row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., knit 
to end. 

7th row—As 5th row. 8th row—Purl. ** 

Rep. rows 3 to 8 incl. 12 times, then 3rd row once. 
(6 sts.) Work 1 row.] 

[D only—4th row—Purl. 

5th row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., knit 
to end. 6th and alt. rows—Purl. 

Dec. at neck edge in next row and every following 6th 
row 13 times, whilst at same time dec. (as before) at 
armhole edge in every alt. row until 8 sts. remain. 

Work 1 row.] 

A, B and C only—Proceed as follows— 

1st row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l. 
2nd and alt. rows—Purl. 

3rd row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o. 

5th row—K.l, K.2 tog., K.l. 

7th row—K.l, K.2 tog. 

8th row—P.2, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

[D only—Proceed as follows— 

1st row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.3. 
2nd row—P.3, P.2 tog.t.b.l., P.2. 

3rd row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l. 
4th row—P.2 tog., P.3. 

5th row—K.l, K.2 tog., K.l. 

6th row—P.2 tog., P.1, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off.]

Join yarn to next 101 [B 111] [C 121] [D 131] sts. and 
proceed as follows— 

2nd row—Purl. 

3rd row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., knit 
to last 5 sts., K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l. 
4th row—Purl. 

A and B only—5th row—K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., knit to 
last 3 sts., y.fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l. 

6th row—P.3, P.2 tog., purl to last 5 sts., P.2 tog.t.b.l., 
P.3. 

7th row—As 5th row. 8th row—Purl. 

Rep. rows 3 to 8 incl. 2 [B 0] times. (89 [B 107] sts.) 
All Sizes—Dec. (as before) at each end of next and 
every alt. row until 29 [B 31] [C 33] [D 47] sts. remain. 
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Medium-buttoning cardigan with long or short sleeves. Worked in one piece to 
underarm with fancy pattern on lower edge above ribbing . 

Raglan sleeves and K.1, P.1 rib bands . 


[D only—then at each end of every row until 35 sts. 
remain.] 

A, B and C only—Work 1 row. All Sizes—Cast off. 
RIGHT FRONT— 

Join yarn to remaining sts. and work to correspond 
with Left Front, working "K.2 tog." in place of "slip 1, 
K.1, p.s.s.o." at front edge. 

SHORT SLEEVES—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 79 
[B 83] [C 89] [D 93] stitches. 

Work 6 rows in rib as given for Back. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1 st row—Knit. 2nd row—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

7th row—K.2, "Inc.”, knit to last 2 sts., "Inc.”, K.2. 

Inc. (as before) in every 6th [B 6th] [C 8th] [D 10th] 
row twice. 

Continue until side edge measures 3 [B 3y 2 ] [C 3%] 
[D 4 y 4 ] ins. (7.5 [B 9] [C 9.5] [Dll] cm) from com¬ 
mencement, finishing with a purl row. 


Shape raglan as follows— 

*** 1st and 2nd rows—Cast off 3 sts., work to end. 
3rd row—K.1, K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit 
to last 5 sts., K.2 tog., y.fwd., slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.1. 
4th row—Purl. 

5th row—K.1, K.2 tog., y.fwd., knit to last 3 sts., y.fwd., 
slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.1. 6th row—Purl. 

Rep. rows 3 to 6 incl. 6 [B 3] [C 6] [D 5] times, then 
3rd and 4th rows until 9 sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. *** 

LONG SLEEVES—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 59 
[B 61] [C 63] [D 65] stitches. 

Work 18 rows in rib as given for Back. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1st row—Knit. 2nd row—Purl. 

3rd row—K.2, "Inc.", knit to last 2 sts., "Inc.”, K.2. 

Inc. (as before) in every 10th [B 10th] [C 8th] [D 8th] 
row until there are 85 [B 89] [C 95] [D 99] sts.

Rep. 1 st row 17 times. ** 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1st row—Knit. 2nd row—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 10% ins. 
(26 cm) from commencement, finishing with a purl row. 
Shape raglan armholes as follows— 

*** 1st and 2nd rows—Cast off 2 [B 2 ] [C 2 ] [D 3] 
[E 3] [F 3] sts., work to end. 


A only—3rd row—K.2, slip 1, K. 1 , p.s.s.o., work to last 
4 sts., K.2 tog., K.2. 

4th row—Purl. 

5th row—K.3, work to last 3 sts., K.3. 

6 th row—Purl. 

Rep. rows 3 to 6 incl. once. (102 sts.) 

[C, D, E and F only—3rd row—K. 2 , slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., 
work to last 4 sts., K .2 tog., K.2.

5th row—As 3rd row. 6th row—Purl. 

Rep. rows 3 to 6 incl. [C 1] [D 2 ] [E 3] [F 5] time/s. 
([C 108] [D 106] [E 106] [F 102 ] sts.)] 

All Sizes— 

Next row—K. 2 , slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., work to last 4 sts., 
K .2 tog., K. 2 . *** 

Dec. (as before) in every alt. row until 64 [B 64] 
[C 66 ] [D 66 ] [E 68 ] [F 70] sts. remain, finishing with 
a purl row. 

Divide for back opening as follows— 

Next row—K. 2 , slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.28 [B K.28] 
[C K.29] [D K.29] [E K.30] [F K.31], turn. 

Continue on these 31 [B 31] [C 32] [D 32] [E 33] [F 34] 
sts., dec. (as before) at armhole edge only until 14 
[B 14] [C 15] [D 15] [E 16] [F 17] sts. remain. Cast off. 
Join yarn and work to correspond with other side. 

FRONT—Work as given for Back to **.

from * to * once, knit to end. 

2nd and alt. rows—Purl. 

3rd row—K.47 [B K.50] [C K.54] [D K.57] [E K.60] 

[F K.64], * y.fwd., slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., y.fwd. *, K.1, 
slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K. 2 , K.2 tog., K.1, y.fwd., K.3, rep. 
from * to * once, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to end. 

5 th row—K.48 [B K.51] [C K.55] [D K.58] [E K.61] 

[F K.65], y.fwd., slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.1, slip 1, 
K. 1 , p.s.s.o., K.2 tog., K. 1 , y.fwd., K.5, y.fwd., slip 1, 
K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to end. 

7th row—K.45 [B K.48] [C K.52] [D K.56] [E K.58] 

[F K.62], * K.2 tog., K. 1 , y.fwd., K.2 tog., y.fwd. *, 
K.1, y.fwd., K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.4, rep. from * to 
* once, knit to end. 

9th row—K.45 [B K.48] [C K.52] [D K.55] [E K.58] 

[F K.62], K .2 tog., y.fwd., K .2 tog., y.fwd., K.3, y.fwd., 
K. 1 , slip 1 , K. 1 , p.s.s.o., K. 2 , K .2 tog., K.1, y.fwd., 
K .2 tog., y.fwd., knit to end. 

11 th row—K.46 [B K.49] [C K.53] [D K.56] [E K.59] 
[F K.63], K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.5, y.fwd., K.1, slip 1, K. 1 , 
p.s.s.o., K.2 tog., K.1, y.fwd., K.2 tog., y.fwd., knit 
to end. 

12 th row—Purl. **** 

Rep. from **** to **** until work measures same as 
Back to underarm, finishing with a purl row.

3rd row—K. 2 , slip 1 , K. 1 , p.s.s.o., knit to last 2 sts., 
slip 1, K. 1 , p.s.s.o. 

Rep. 2 nd and 3rd rows 5 [B 5] [C 5] [D 5] [E 5] [F 6 ] 
times. (6 [B 6 ] [C 7] [D 8 ] [E 8 ] [F 7] sts.) 

Dec. at armhole edge (as before) in every alt. row until 
3 sts. remain.

Work 18 [B 20] [C 20] [D 19] rows. 

Shape shoulder as follows—

Cast off remaining 6 [B 7] [C 8] [D 7] sts. 

Slip next 19 sts. on to a stitch holder and leave. Join 
yarn to remaining sts. and complete to correspond with 
other side. 

SHORT SLEEVES—Using No. 12 Needles and M., cast 
on 60 [B 64] [C 68] [D 72] stitches.

A and B only—1st row—K.l, “Inc.” in next 5 [B 3] 
stitches, * K.l, “Inc.”, rep. from * to last 5 [B 3] 
stitches, “Inc." in every st. to end.

Rep. 1st round 7 times. 

Using a No. 10 Needle, cast off loosely in rib. 


MAKE UP—DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, sew 
up side and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves placing 
seam to side seams. 

JUMPER WITH LONG SLEEVES: 

BACK, FRONT AND NECKBAND— 

Work as given for Jumper with Short Sleeves. 

LONG SLEEVES—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 38 
[B 40] [C 42] [D 44] stitches. 

Work 10 rows in rib as given for Short Sleeves. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1st row—K.4, inc. in every st. 30 [B 32] [C 34] [D 36] 
times, knit to end. 

2nd row—Purl. 3rd row—Knit. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows twice, then 2nd row once. 

Inc. at each end of next and every 8th row until 
there are 100 [B 104] [C 108] [D 112] sts. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until side edge 
measures 17 ins. (43 cm) (or length desired) from 
commencement, finishing with a purl row. 

Shape top as given for Short Sleeves. 

MAKE UP—DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, sew 
up side and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, placing 
seams to side seams. 


SUCCESSFUL RESULTS DEPEND ON 
CORRECT TENSION! 

Tension Test: Before you start knitting take the yarn 
and needles specified in the instructions, cast on 20 
stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly 
press work. Check the tension by placing an inch 
tape across the stitches. Count the exact number of 
stitches to 2 ins. (5 cm) and compare with the tension 
given in the instructions. If your tension is too loose, 
try a size finer needle. If it’s too tight, try a size 
larger needle. If more than one size needle is 
recommended in the knitting instructions, and you 
have altered your needles to correct the tension, 
corresponding alterations must be made to needles 
throughout the instructions.
